THE TSAR’; LAST MESSAGE’ 
TO HIS TROOPS, 


How the News of Peace was 
: Recoived. 

On the 1st instant the Tsar rent the 
following message to hia troops in Man- 
churia, announcing tho perce and con- 
gratulating them on their valour :— 

*The nogotiations at Portsmouth led on 
August 19th toa refusal of tho demands of 
the Japanose. Government regarding tho 
cession of tho ieland of Saghalicn, the pay- 
ment of a war {ndemnity, the aurronder of 
our ships Pying in noutral harbours and 
lintitation of our forcos in tho watora of the 
Pacific Ocoan. After further negotiations, 
Japan on Auguat 20th yivlded all our con- 
ditions, but raked for tho return of that 
portion of Saghulien occupied by Japanese 
troops which is tho part held by Japan 
until] 1875 and thon ceded by Treaty to 
Ruasia. 

*Thesolf-sacrificing army so dow to me 
withstood tho ‘assault of a numerically 
superior cnemy in Manchuria step by stop 
during ninctecn months, ubstinatoly ropuls- 
ing hig advanco.
